Garriscn’s men visited her at midnight one night, and pro- 
mised her new clothes and “expanses ‘ if she would return 
to New Orleans. She refised and fled to Iowa. Her 
attorneys claim she i6 afraid to return to New Orleans for 
fear of physical harm.

Alvin R. Beeubouef, 6TC*S Vi Her/, New Orleans. 
Louisiana, was terhara the closest person to David Ferrie 
in 1963. Eeaubcvkrf vVj a teenager then and was single. 

Ho is now married and has a small child. The relieving 
account of the bribery attempt against Eeaubcnsf can be 
documented with testimony of reputable attorneys and a tape 
recording. 

Be-tutcuef was arrested in November, 19^3# when he 
returned to Key Orleans from a trip to Texa3 in the company 
of Dave Ferric. Ferric dropped Beaubousf off in front of 
Ferric* s apartment to run In and obtain hypodermic needles 
and seme photographs from Ferric’s apartment. As Eeaubouef 
was running frem the front door of this apartment, he ran 
directly into an investigator from the District Attorney’s 
Office and vhe photographs were taken frvr. him. These photo 
graphs are r.cw in Carrison*3 possession and are being held 
over B-eaubouef *s head* ...

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Loisel then returned to the room end ho sgraed . 
to check with "the boss* to deterge if they would get ■ 
tesubcuef the job. Exnicios then had Loisel repeat the 
three offers, involving $3,000, a job with an airline, ' 
and no involvement of Beaubouef in the case. 

After the above moating vas over Exnicios rushed 
the tape recording over to the v'efferscn Ccic.ty District 
Attorney I-ar-gdridge inasmuch as the bribe attempt had 
occurred in that jurisdiction. Ler.gdridge played this 
tore for several peet.le, including Attorney Monk Zeldon. 

He* also played this tape for f.haw's attorneys. Bill 
Vegrr.snn. and Lrvln Dyacnd. Exnic-ios then travelled to 
Wash*. r-gtcn, D. C’., end tried to cell the tape to Val' e-

When Carriscn*s office learned that this tape - - 

existed, Loisel returned to 33&ubouef*s house and, 
in the presence cf Beaubouef s wife, told him that if he 
did ainihing with the tape he would be hurt. Eeaubouef 
was taken to the District attorney *s Office and kept 
for six or seven hours, during which time he was intimidated 
$gain with the pictures and made to sign a statement that 
he did not take the visit by Loisel and Ivon as a bribe 
offer. 

Aynesworth personally visited Beaubouef on April 
24, 1967, and talked with him fcr two hours. Beaubouef " ‘ 
said he did not want to say or do anything because of the 
possible embarrassment cf the photographs which Garrison . 
had. Vhen asked vhat he would do if this matter came 
up in court, Beaubouef stated he would tell the truth. 

Beaubouef stated he feared for his life if anything v • 
happened.
